~ ADVERSE TO ATKINS. 


JUDGE M’CAY APPOINTED TO THE 
FEDERAL BENCH, 


A Remarkable Series of Misfortunes for the Syndi- 
cate—Atkins Out of Favor—Newton R-jected 
anda Rebuff Generally for the Political 

Bosses of Georgio. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, August 3.—To-day the name 
of Judge McCay was sent in as judge of the 
northern district of Georgia. When Mr. 
James Atkins was first nominated for this 
place I telegraphed you that he could not be 
confirmed. Emory Speer alone of all the 
Georgia delegation in both houses stood up 
forhim. At first the vote would have been 
close, but surely against Atkins. After the 
report he was nowhere. Senator Brown be- 
gan single-handed the fight against him, and 
He defeated 
because of incompetency and his bed record 
the treasury department. Sen- 
ator Hill wrote a letter pro- 
testing ugainst his contirmation. 
Atkins was presented by the Georgia syndi- 
cate and nominated by the president over the 
protest of the attorney-zeneral. His triends 
procured his nomination and they are re- 
sponsible for the result. His official career 
and legal qualifications have been fully can- 
‘vassed, and the result is that today the re- 
- publican judiciary committee reported unan- 
imously against his confirmation. Be- 
fore the report ten or twelve 
‘epublican senators were against him 
¢ ad the democrats from the start, as I have 
in-ormed you, have been solid in opposing 
his confirmation. Mr. Atkins has nobody to 
blame but his friends, whose blind zeal bas 
placed him under a searching investigation. 
No opposition to McCay will be cffered in the 
senate. This is a great victory for Senator 
Brown. 

The syndicate had another rebuff to-day, 
Postmaster North's term at Brunswick ex- 
pired recently. Some weeks before it expired 
the president nominated him for another 
term. Ile was promptly confirmed. Before 
the time for delivering the commission for 
his second term, the syndicate presented Mr. 
Newton as its favorite, and the president 
promptly sent his name as a successor to 
North not commissioned. Besidé@s this extra- 
ordinary proceedure, North had the claim of 
excellent service in office, the almost unani- 
mous petition of the people of Brunswick 
for his retention, and also the fact that he 
was so wourded in the union army as to be 
disabled to perform ordinary labor. To-day 
the case came up and Newton was rejecied. 
lt is the almost unanimous wish of the peo- 
ple of Brunswick, to have North reappointed, 
but there is no telling whegher the president 
will doso. At any rate the:Georgia syndicate 
has been severely sat down on to-day, and 
few tears are shed here over the disaster. 
Judge McCay has been telegraphed several 
congratulations from Washington.

Henry Kent McCay, was born in Northum- 
berland county, Perfnsylvania, in 1820. At- 
tending local schools'until his seventeenth 
year, he entered Princeton college where he 
was graduated with distinction in 1839. In 
December, 1859, he came to Georgia, and en- 
gaged himself for two years in teaching 
school at Lexington, in the meantime study- 
ing law under Judge Lumpkin. From Lex- 
ingt ~1 he removed to Americus, in 1842, and 
resi ‘ed there until after the war. In 1861 he 
eniisted in the forty-second Georgia regi- 
aqnent,as lieutenant, under the command of 
-aptain Willis Hawkins. He served for four 
years, making a faithful and efficient soldier. 
At the close of the war he began the practice 
of lawin Americus, associated with Judge 
Hawkins, becoming a republican in politics, 
and favoring very strongly the re- 
construction measures. He was a 
mem ber of the constitutional con- 
vention of 1868, and shortly afterwards was 
appointed by Governor Bullock as one of the 
judges of the supreme court, which position 
he held for seven years, when he resigned and 
began the practiceof law in Atlanta. He has 
been involved in many of the most impor- 
tant cases that have taken placesince the war 
and has commanded a large and 
lucrative practice while in Atlanta. 
He received the support and indorsement 
of the Atlanta bar for the judgeship, and his 
appointment was desired not only by that 
bar, bret by the bar of the state. He is a man 
of very striking appearance, of medium 
height, and heavily built. His hair min- 
gled gray and black, whilwhis piercing blue 
eyes and -massive forehead im@ficate a deep 
thinker and a comprehensive mind.

A COMMERCIAL CAPTAIN. 


Charges Against the Captain of the Revenue Cut'er 
Cerwin, a Trading Ship. 

Wasnuincton, August 3.—It appears that 
the statement that Captain Hooper, of the 
revenue cutter Corwin, was here fixing things 
up must be modified, and that he has fixed 
things up and returned to San Francisco. He 
was known to be in this vicinity so recently 
that he had not been missed. It is denied 
that he isin disgrace. It is still unexplained 
why he is not in disgrace, and what has been 
done with the reports of his trading expedi- 
tion by the special agent of the treasury, who 
came down from the Fur Seal islands on the 
steamer St. Paul. This report shows that 
Hooper, when sent last year to look after the 
missing: whalers and the Jeannette, took 
in a tull stock of tea, sugar and some firearms 
at Onnolaska, and gotthem on government 
account; that he put in at various places 
where there were native villages and opened 
up a brisk trade. He bartered tea, sugar and 
firearms for ivory, whalebone and furs... Hay- 
ing more than he could store away on the 
Corwin, be sent a consignment to San Fran- 
cisco partie< by the homeward-bound whaler 
John Pope; that he sent still more,consisting 
of bales of furs, oundles of whalebone and 
boxes of walrus teeth down by the Alaska 
company’s steamer St. Paul; that he mar- 
keted still more of the practical results of his 
great search expedition with the govern- 
iment’s vesse:, the Curwin. When the report 
of his mercantile operations were filed at the 
department acopy of the charges were sent 
to Captain Hooper, and he made no denial of 
them. He gave as an excuse that it was nec- 
cessary to trade with the natives to keep up 
friendly relations with them. This seem- 
ing rather transparent, Captain Hooper was 
relieved of command of the Corwin, 
and the cutter was sent north this summer in 
charge of Captain Healy. In the meantime 
Captain Hooper turned up in Washington 
and has been befe all season, until a very re- 
cent period, It seems, however, from the 
quasi denial of the charges given out at the 
revenue marine bureau, that he fixed things 
all right again. ‘The statement that he has 
returned to the command of the Corwin is 
liable to mislead, however, because the cutter 
has returned from her trip and will not go to 
the Arctic waters again till next spring. His 
charge of the cutter will not lead him into lo- 
calities where he will be tempted to violate 
the’ regulations, this season, at least. The 
ageut who made thereport is the authority for 
this information, and the question of veracity, 
if any is raised, lies hetween this gentleman 
and Captain Hooper's friends.

AN INDIAN FIGHT.

A Riot in ae Arizona Town, in Which Several Persons 
are Wounded. 

Tucson, Arizona, August 3.—The prefect of 
the district of Mantezum has sent the foilow- 
ing to Governor Ortiz, of Sonora: “I have 
the honor to inform you that on the 24th ul- 
timo, between the hours of 9 and 10 o'clock, 
several Apaches attacked Colonel Lorenzo 
Torres at Eucindo, eighteen miles from here, 
who was accompanied by a number of fed- 
eral troops. ‘The tight lasted three hours, re- 
sulting in the death of Vieciente Provincio, 
depatato of the district, and all of the troups 
except five of the federals and Colonel Torres, 
who was wounded. The Indians took all of 
the horses, equipage and stores. They® 
were strongly fortified, and completely am- 
bushed the troops. A force of troops has been 
sentin pursuitof the Apaches who are moving 
towards the Arizona border. A_ special dis- 
patch from Pheenix, Arizona, says a fight 
took place in this town last evening between 
three men, presumably cow-boys, and officers 
assisted by citizens. All three cow-boys were 
captured. One man was killed and one badly 
wounded, As the prisoners were being taken 
to jail an attempt was made to lynch them. 
[hey were pushed under a tree and loud calls 
were made for ropes. The officers with a 
posse cam. to the rescue and removed the 
prisoners to jail.

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FIXING TO ADJOURN. — 


THE LAST HOURS OF AN IMPATIENT 
CONGRESS. 


The Senate Discussing the Revenue Reduction Bill— 
The Work of the Republican Caucus Criticised 
by Mr. Bayard—The R: jection of Newton 
—Nominations and Confirmations. 


Wasurncton, August 3.—The senate, soon 
after 2 o'clock, voted to take up the tax re- 
duction bill, but Mr. Morrill, in charge of the 
measure yielded the floor for action on the 
bill to prevent pleuro pneumonia in cattle. 
This bill was finally postponed without ac- 
tion, and the conferees on the legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial appropriation bill 
ported on agreement. The report was adopt- 


ed.

THE TAX-REDUCTION BILL. 
The tax reduction bill was finally proceed- 
ed with, and Mr. Morrill submitted a propo- 


sition to the democratic side that the bill be 
passed as it came from the house, with the 
senate amendments extending time at which 
the reduction sha!'l take eftect, and the 
amendments reducing the tax on snuff and 
tobacco from 16 cents to 12 cents per pound, 
and allowing a rebate. ‘The time which re- 
mained of the session would not permit a de- 
liberate consideration of the numerous 
amendments which had been and 
were yet to be offered by the opposite 
side, and which they had declared their in- 
tention to discuss without limit. He hoped 
this course would be abandoned and proposi- 
tion he now made accepted. Mr. Bayard 
explained that his associates and himself 
were not prepared to accept the proposition. 
He reviewed the history of the 
measure, showing that its proportion 
had gradually developed till finally 16 came 
from the senate republican caucus with im- 
portant changes. Sume of its reductions were 
only ostensible, not real—particulary that in 
regard to hoop iron and cotton ties. It was 
questionable whether there was really 
ut reduction in the sugar duties. 
These caucus measures ot the 
other side would not be accepted 
without the freest right to debate and amend 
them. The readjustment of the burdens of 
tariff admitted to be outoft date, unequal, 
unreasonable and full of errors, was the most 
important questions before the country, and 
the other side now proposed to abandon the 
work of their own council to let the tariff go 
and take up this little shameful apology of a 
bill. 

A long discussion followed between Messrs. 
Vance, Beck, Hoar and Sherman. The mat- 
ter then went over without action, and the 
senate passed the joint resolution of the 
house providing temporarily for the expendi- 
ture of the government.. The house’s ad- 
journment resolution was laid on the table 
ior future action. The senate, at 5:30, went 
into executive session, and at 6:50 adjourned.

The senate confirmed 
the following nominations: William Hale, of 
Colorado, governor of Wyoming; Andrew 
Smythe, superintendent of mint at New Or- 
leans; A. H. Leonard, district attorney of the 
United States for the eastern district of Lon- 
isiana; A. M. Hughes, Jr., collector of inter- 
nal revenue fifth district of Tennessee; ‘I’. N. 
Wyeler, collector of customs. 

ADJOURNMENT IN THE HOUSE. 

In the house, Mr. Hiscock, of New York, 
chairman of the committee on appropria- 
tions, reported back the ‘*Anderson” adjourn- 
ment resolution, with an amendment provid- 
ing for final adjournment at noon of Satur- 
day next. This led to an animated and 
interesting discussion, which frequently gave 
rise to much merriment and which claimed 
the attention of the members, 
who crowded = around the principal 
disputants and encouraged them with ap- 
plause. The resolution, as amended, was 
adopted without division. A number of bills 
of minor importance were passed, but none 
of national interest were touched. Throwuzh- 
out the afternvon there were many indica- 
tions that the end = of the session 
was approaching. The committees, when 
called presented no measures of importance, 
and there was no disposition indicated to pro- 
ceed to business on any of the catendars or 
on the speaker's table.- The space in front of 
the speaker’s desk was occupied by mem- 
bers waving favorite measures, and 
endeavoring to catch the eye of the 
speaker. Many were unsuccessful, but the 
more fortunate ones were little better off, for 
objection was raised to almost every proposi- 
tion Afteracouple of hours had been con- 
sumed in efforts to pass measures by unani- 
mous consent. the house at 3:15 adjourned.

AMONG THE STRIKERS. 


Demvnetrations at McK cespert, PennsyF 
vanta—At Jersey City. 

Jersey City, N. J., August 3.—Thirteen of 
the striking freight handlers returned to their 
work to-day at the Jersey City docks on the 
Pennsylvania railroad at the old rate of 17 
cents per hour. An official of the company 
stated that they could give employment to 
about 40 more of the strikers, but the rest 
would have to wait for some time. 

McKeesport, Pa., August 3.—The prospect 
of the non-union men having no trouble is 
not assuring. A mob of twenty men molest- 
edthe men who were going to their work 
this morning, hooting, yelling and bleating 
like sheep. One of the workmen was hit in 
the head witha brick. The mill is running 
to-day with an increased force, 
No men _ were intimidated sutiiciently 
to leave work. The police were not at the 
scene of the row this morning, and the citi- 
zens were generally indignant. They will 
preserve order anc protect any man desiring 
togoto work. The better element in the 
Amalgamated association deprecate this 
morning's trouble, and promise todo all in 
their power to preven? its repetition.

DYNAMITE CROWE ANDHIS CREW. 


facturing Infernal Machines. 

Peoria, ll]l., August 3.—Tbe Transcript of 
to-morrow will publish a verified report from 
Dynumite Crowe that a dynamite convention 
was held in Chicago recently, the proceed- 
ings of which were kept secret. Among those 
whoare said to have been present were Major 
Horgan, of New York; Patrick H. Collins, of 
Boston, several friends from Fall river and a 
delegation from the Paciitie _cuast. 
<¢.6 6S described as having been 
a union convention of the Clan 
Na Gael organization and the dynamite fac- 
tion. Crowe, upon being interrogated re- 
garding the matter by the Transcript. replied 
that the foregoing statement isin effeet eor- 
rect, and then produced the subjoined card. 
The understanding is that the ‘dynamite 
school’ referred to therein is nothing more 
nor less than a factory for the manufacture 
of bombs and other explosives, to be used by 
the Crowe-Rossa faction in its ‘‘war’’ against 
England. The card is substantially as fol- 
lows: ; 

Lhe dynamite school, which is worrying 
the London Times, is a chemical laboratory 
on the Hudson river, above New York, owned 
and operated by a joint stuck company, with 
a capital of $200,000, divided into 40,000 shares 
of 3> each. The institution is organized 
under the laws of the state of New York, and 
is known as “‘the Mansoniter chemical, ex- 
perimental and manufacturing company.’’ 
The general business is conducted by a board 
of directers, elected annually by the stock- 
holders, having a president, secretary and 
general superintendent. The latter is Profes- 
sor Messerolf, a Russian chémistof very high 
standing. The principal business of the con- 
cern is not so much in the manufacturing of 
explosives as in the training of young men in 
the science of producing frum original matter 
those grand agencies of modern science so 
much used now in war and pevtce, dynamite, 
nitro-glyccrine, giant powder and the fulmi- 
nates of gold, silver and mercury. The de- 
mand for those articles in the past few years 
has been much greater than the production; 
and that the demand will increase euch year 
there cannot be the least doubt, for we find 
the United States government employing this 
agency in the removal of ebstructions from 
New York harbor and Hell Gate, and Admiral 
Seymour, of the English navy, using it to 
blow up Egyptians fortsat Alexandria. There 
are other gates and hell-holes and forts in 
other countries to be removed and blown up 
that are more injurious than these mentioned. 
Hence the wisdom of having a number of 
trained young men to. manufacture these 
dangerous materials. The directors take in 
students to this factory and teach the wonders 
of science, and pay them, while learning, $ 
per week. The expenses are met by the sale 
of the articles manufactured and from sub- 
scriptions from patrons of the science. Ap 
plications for stock can be made to the under- 
signed or to the general secretary, New York, 
post-office bux 2,197.

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BIG BILLIARDS. 


Three Thousand Dollars Dropped Over a Game in 
I’hiladelphiu.

PHILADELPHIA, July 30.—Charles S. Brown, 
of Pittsburg, who became possessed of large 
wealth upon the death of his father, William 
H. Brown, the millionaire coal operator of 
western Pennsylvania, recently dropped 
$3,000 into the hands of J. C. Howard, in this 
city, by a wager on a game of 
billiards. It appears that Brown, James P. 
Thompson, a saloon keeper, and formerly an 
agent for the sale of billiard tables and fix- 
tures, and Howard, varied the monotony of 
life by indulging in a big spree. A hack was 
secured, and the four men visited‘all the noted 
resorts. Liberal supplies of liquid refresh 
ments kept up the enthusiasm of the quar- 
tette to a high pitch until they reached 
Schutzen park, in the suburbs of Pitts- 
burg, where the night was spent. In the 
morning, fluid comforts were again re- 
sorted to, and Brown and Howard entered 
into an argument about billiards.

The decision is signed 
by Ibrahim, Asmed and Kamil, seven princes 
of .he Yeghen fannty, the sheikh of El Azbar 
Mssgue, the inuftis of the fonr Supnite rites, 
the grand cadi of Egypt, Coptic patriarch, 
nine various vicars and sheikhbs, thirty judges, 
eight under secretaries, twenty civil Pasha’s, 
including Beni, twelve Mudirs, and one hun- 
dred notabilities of warious religious denouii- 
nations. 

HAULED DOWN HIS FLAG.

A SKIRMISH AROUND THE ENEMY. 


The British Tréope Make a Dash Among the Outposts 
of Arabi Pasha. 

Loxpon, August 3.—A dispatch to the Ex- 
change telegraph company, dated Alexandria 
3:30 o’cloek this afternoon, announces that 
all the British troops have been ordered to 
the front, an attack being expdcted. 

11:30 a.m.—Last evening and to-day an 
alarm was caused by rumors of an impending 
massacre of Christians. Patrols have been 
ordered to increase their vigilance and the 
wlice to confiscate the sticks from the natives. 
The criers have paraded the native quarters 
of the city enjoining the people to remain at 
home at 3o’clock this afternuon, the hour 
which it is reported has been fixed for the 
massacre. Ihe news from Cairo to the 30th 
ultimo states that seventeen pashas were im- 
prisoned in the citadel. Among the number 
was Ali Sherif Pasha, who was arrested be- 
cause he employed Greeks to guard his house, 

The Post has the following from Alexan- 
dria: The English soldiers are much over- 
worked. The deficiency of officers is espe- 
cially felt. The telegraphic communication 
between the khedive and Arabi Pasha _ has 
been restored. Grave doubts are en- 
tertained regarding the trustworthi- 
ness of the interpreters which the 
English are forced toemploy for the lack of 
better. When the forces move forward the 
Englis will be at the mercy of these men, as 
through them the rebel authorities can ob- 
tain information, 

The Thirty-eighth regiment has made a 
reconnoisance at 4 o’clock this afternoon to a 
point beyond the Ramleh outposts. The de- 
tachments occupying the yates of 
the town were ordered to hold 
themselves in readiness to proceed to 
the support of the reconnoitering party in the 
event of necessity. The reconnoisance wes 
the most extensive yet made. The 38th and 
both regiments advanced in two columns. 
The enemy’s position was found to be almost 
abandoned with the exception of a few 
videttes. None of that force was 
observable. A few shots were fired 
but there were no casualties. The British re- 
turned at dusk. It has been discovered that 
Arabi Pasha again destroyed the railroad at 
Mahalia, which was recently repaired. A 
Daily News Alexandria correspondent tele- 
graphs that H. M. 8. Bittern has returned 
there from Aboukir, and reports having seen 
several trains arrive at Aboukir full of sol- 
diers. The correspondent denies the report 
that Arabi Pasba has proclaimed a holy war.

Phenomenon in the Oil Regions. 
LircHrievp, Lil., August 5.—About 3 o’ clock 
Sunday afternoon last there was great excite- 
ment in this city as what appeared to be the 
whistle at the coal shaft was heard for two 
hours, and hundreds of peeple hastened in 
that direction, believing that some accident 
had occurred and the alarm was given for as- 
sistance. They were greatly surprised to 
learn that the terrific notse that was plainly 
heard a distance of tet? miles, came from a 
heavy volume of escaping gas at the oil well of 
the McWilliams oil eompany. The great 
heavy drill was forced out of the well and 
small rock were thrown up a distance of 100 
feet. The volume of ges seems to have grown 
stronger from that time to the present. It 
has been used torun the engine, and last 
night it was ignited and two flames shot up 
a distance of 40 feet. It is believed that 
there is sufficient gasto furnish all that is 
necessary to light the eity. At hbalf past two 
o'clock this afternoon oil was reached in the 
well at a distance of 675 feet, or 15 feet below 
where the gas wasdiscovered. The oil quick- 
ly rose in the tube 170 feet, and it is conceded 
by all that this is decidedly the richest oil 
find yet discovered. The oil sandbank is said 
by experienced experts to be as good as any 
ever fuund in the oil revionsof Pennsylvania.

TOCCOA. 


The Successful Opening ofa Teachers’ Institute in 
North Georgta. 


Special Correspondence ot The Constitution. 

Toccoa, Augus: 2.—Yesterday at Americus, 
Milledgeville and Toccoa three teachers’ in- 
stitutes were simultaneously opened. This 
marks an advanced movement in the educa- 
tional work of Georgia. For the first time 
the state is making an effort to — teachers 
to higher ways and better methods of work. 
The Toccoa institute was called to order at 9 
a.m. by the state school commissioner, Dr. 
Urt, foe opened with devyotiona! exercises, 
conducted by Rev. Mr. Smith, of Cartersville. 
Dr. Orr entertained the audience for half an 
hour with pictures drawn from memory of 
the old field scheols of Georgia— 
the old log school house, thoroughly ventila- 
ted by many achink through which the im- 
prisoned innocents caught glimpses of the 
outer world. The ‘‘slabs’’ that were used for 
seats; the plank, raised and lowered at will 
by an ingenious arrangement of pegs, that 
ran round the room and served for desk; the 
peripatetic Irish shoemaker who turned 
teacher when business was dull, devised bis 
own methods and quite unconsciously 
anticipated Boston kindergartners in turning 
work into play, were contrasted with the 
country schools of to-day. 

The most ardent advocate of reform was 
forced toadmit that advance has been made. 
The country schools of to-day are infinitely 
better than those of fifty years ago, though 
much remains to be done. The wantof mon- 
ey, the indifference of parents, the imperfect 
preparation of teachers for their work, are 
difficulties that must be met and over-ome, 
The necessity of normal schools and normal 
institutes was insisted upon, words of cheer 
and hope were spoken in regard to the future 
of the common school system of Georgia and 
the North Georgia teachers’ institute was de- 
clared open for work. 

Professor J. W. Glenn, of Jefferson, who 
had been appointed to preside over the insti- 
tute, was unavoidably detained at home by 
illness, The other teachers, Professor San- 
ford, of Macon, Mr. Mitchell. Mrs. Mallon and 
Miss Haygood, of Atlanta, were present and 
stated in outline the work that they hoped to 
accomplish. There will be each day lessons 
in granumar, geography, arithmetic, primary 
reading, elocutionary reading, penmanship, 
elementary physioiogy and calisthenics, with 
occasional evening lectures and social gather- 
ings to break the monotony of lessons. 

TEACHERS PRESENT. 

There are about torty teachers present to- 
day. The number would doubtless be much 
larger but for the fact that many of the coun- 
try schools are now in session. Permission 
was given for teachers from any part of the 
state te attend any one of the institutes, con- 
sequently there are teachers from Macon, 
Americus and Forsyth here enjoying the 
mountain breezes and finding physical rest 
and refreshment in this delightful climate. 
Board can be had at prices ranging from 
twelve to twenty-five dollars per month. 

(Juitea number of county superintendents 
are in attendance and holding frequent con- 
ferences with Dr. Orr in regard to their work.

GEORGIA POMOLOGISTS. 


THE SECOND DAY’S MEETING AT 
MACON. 


Further Description of the Extraordinary Exhibit of 
Georgia Fruit—Publication of the Proceedings 
—To Meet Next Year at Barnesvilie—News 
From All Parte of the Siate. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
Macon, August 2.—According to promise 
made in my letter of yesterday, I resume a 
report of the exhibit and proceedings of the 
Georgia state horticultural society just 
adjourned. Mr. H. H. Sanford, of Dixie 
nurseries, Thomasville, Ga., exhibits sixteen 
plates of pears including some very fine spec- 
imens of LeConte’s. He has also apples and 
Siberian crabs. Mr. W. K. Wilson, of Geor 
gia nurseries, Augusta, shows seventeen 
plates of grapes and two varieties of 
apples. Mr. David Milner, of Macon, 


exhibits twenty-one plates of grapes, includ- 
ing splendid specimens of Harttord Prolific, 
Diana Black, July Pauline, Brighton, Ives, 
Perkins and Catawba. fhe latter grape, 
which has been almost abandoned on account 
of the rot, is redeeming its character by fine 
rroduction and freedom from disease. Mr. 
Milner also exhibits six plates of apples and 
six of pears. Colonel E. G. Grier, of Griswold- 
ville, secretary of the Georgia state sgricul- 
tural society, exhibits nine plates of pears, 
two of peaches and one of apples. Mrs, 
Thomas Hardeman exhibits some very fine 
vegetables, including very superior carrvts, 
parsnips, two varieties of beets, cabbage, two 
varieties of lrish potatoes, Rose and Peerless, 
tomatoes, beans, etc., all showing effects of 
careful culture. Mrs. Hardeman is @ famous 
gardener—perhaps imbibed it from ber hon- 
ored husband's long trainingin the grange 
and as president of the state society—or, per- 
haps, her horticultural skill entitled him to 
recognition as a granger. Colonel Tom will 
have an opportunity of explaining Curing 
his canvass among the farmers with whom I 
bespeak for him ‘the kindest consideration. 
WATERMELONS. 


There was on exhibition a grand Cisplay of 
watermelons, Mr. Fred Little, of Richmond, 
exhibited two mammoth specimens, one of 
rattlesnake and one Ci sealeybark; W. B. 
Jones & Co., of Burke, two specimens equally 
large of the same varieties; Mr. Jerry Hollis. 
of Bibb, two magnificent Cuba Queens and 
one rattlesnake; Mr. Phillips, ot Bibb, four 
extra large ice rinds. All of these 
melons were perfectly true to their 
respective types and would average about 
forty-five pounds. ‘The Bibb county melon 
growers are reaping quite a rich harvest from 
their shipments this year. One little station 
on the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad has already shipped $10,000 worth, 
and they are stillshipping. Citizensof Wash- 
ington county madea collective display of 
fruits, in which there were some specimens of 
peaches) not surpassed by any on_ the 
tables. They were in charge of Mr. J. C. 
Harman, who was a partner of the lamented 
W. M. Moses, who was one of the pioneers in 
peach growing for the northern markets in 
Georgia. Mr. E. Rh. Anthony, of Bibb, ex- 
hibited a long list of grapes, many of the 
bunches weighing more than a pound each. 
Indeed so large were they that girdling was 
naturally suggested to the most casual ob- 
server. By girdlingis meant the removal of 
a ring of bark from a _ fruit-bearing 
cane below the bunches of grapes early in 
the season. This prevents the returning 
tlow of the elaborated food of the vine below 
the girdled point, resulting in an abnormal 
development of fruitabcve. While there is 
nothing wrong vor improper per se in girdling, 
it produces erroneous im pressions upon the un- 
initiated as to the productiveness of the vari- 
eties 80 treated. Ti consideration 
of these facts the Horticultural 
society of this state, and so far as the writer is 
informed, those of all other states, condemns 
the practice on the part of nurserymen as un 
professional and calculated to mislead. 
Amateurs might practice this method of in- 
creasing the size of a few bunches for their 
own entertainment, as n2 especial injury is 
done to the vines if the girdling is practiced 
upon canes that will be removed the succeed- 
ing winter. 

General Browne, professor of agriculture in 
the state college, read an essay on ornamental 
gardening. With this exception the most of 
the day was occupied with the revision of the 
catalogue, reports of committees. 

JODGE HENDERSON'S LETTER. 

A letter from Judge J. T. Henderson, com- 
missioner of agriculture, was read, asking for 
the proceedings of the convention for publi- 
eation in his reports. This is a move in the 
right direction. The commissioner can 
find no matter of greater value 
to the people of the state than the catalogue 
of fruits. Classified as the catalogue is it pro- 
tects the purchaser of nursery stock from im- 
position by irresponsible agents. Those who 
will take the cataiogue of this soviety as their 
guide need make no mistakes in the purchase 
of varieties for any locality inthestate. The 
commissioner of agriculture was requested by 
resolution to collect the statistics of 
the shipments of fruit and vegetables. from 
this state during the present season as a basis 
of action in regard to future arrangements for 
transportation. This subject occupied the at- 
tention of the society at its session last night 
without arriving at any definite conclusion. 
Much valuable information was imparted by 
Mr. D. H. Elliott who, as the ‘representative 
of the Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
road for a number of years, has had large ex- 
perience in the handling of fruit and veget 
ables. A very interesting discussion was had 
in this connection in regard to the best man- 
ner of packing fruit for shipment. 

Messrs. Berckmans and Rumph said that by 
carefully selecting and packing peaches, using 
ouly good fruit of uniform size, they had 
shipped profitably by express, losing none. 
and receiving from 25 to 50 per cent above 
the market price for their fruit. I intended 
having something tosayon the subject of 
evaporated fruit, as illustrated by the exhibit 
of Mr. Rumph, but must defer it with the 
promise of a discussion of the subject in an- 
other letter. The society acjourned at 10 p. 
m. to meet at Barnesville next year.

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A STRANGE VEHICLE. 


A Self Track Laying Street Car aad ite Operations— 
Ita Inventor. 

While walking up North Clark street yes- 
ternoon, a reporter saw a strange looking ve- 
hicle bowling along toward him behind aspan 
of fine, large chestnut horses. In a general 
way it looked like a comnion open street car, 
but several material points of didehence were 
easily to be seen. Instead of running upon 
iron rails in the ordinary way, it carried along 
with it a revolving track in the shape of an 
imimense iron tire on each side, ten feet or 
more in diameter, which moved on two smal! 
grooved wheels attached to the bottom of the 
car and through enclosed semi-circles of 
wooden boxing extending up the side of the 
carand some inches above the top, which 
gave the vehicle something of the appearance 
of aside-wheel boat. The drive sat upon a 
small truck, like the forward running gear of 
a buggy, which was attached to the front of 
the car by a chain and pin. 

The vehicle bore upon its side the inscrip- 
tion: ‘‘Accommodation No. 1,’’ which showed 
that it was meant for the use of the public. 
Further assured by the free and easy look of 
the half a dozen passengers on oar’ that the 
turnout was not for private enjoyment, the 
reporterswung himself updn the car. His 
fare was promptly demanded bya smiling 
middle-aged German, who asked with a look 
of pride, in broken English, as the nickel was 
handed to him: — 

‘It rite so easy. don't you tink?” 

The car rode more smoothly than a car of 
the ordinary pattern, and the reporter 
said so. 

“It had no springs, you see,’’ said the con- 
ductor then, his countenance beaming with 
happiness, “‘Oh, it rite so smoot.”’ 

“Po whom does this car belong?” 
reporter. 

“To ein big gompany mit four million tol- 
lars,’’ said the conductor witha gesture which 
was meant to make more impressive the idea 
of the company’s vast resources. Aftera 
pause he added modestly, ‘1 am der superin- 
tendent.”’ 

“But who isthe inventor of this car?” 

“Oh, Iam der inventor.”’ 

Then in response to anumber of questions 
the smiling inventor said that his name was 
Charley Schwartz; that he lived at 131 West 
Erie street, and was the city buyer for the 
wholesale grocery firm of Gray, Burt & King- 
man, Of 3 Lake street. He had thought of 
this new style of street car, which carried the 
track it ran on everywhere it went, about a 
year ago, and had been elaborating the idea 
ever since. Only a few weeks ago the 
patent for it was sucured, and a company 
was formed composed of Franklin JD. 
Gray, of Gray, Burt and Kingmen; 
Frank F. Cole, broker, of 97 Clark street; 
Cyrus H, McCormick, of the McCormick har- 
vesting machine company; and Enos A. 
Ayers, of 97 Clark street. Yesterday the car 
made its first reguiar trip upon the street, 
making four journeys between the corner of 
Randolph and Clark streets and Ogden’s grove, 
where a “Piatt Deutch” picnic was held. It 
has gone over the ground in a highly satis- 
factory manner, and filled its proud con- 
dnetor with bliss unspeakable. Mr. Schwartz 
further informed the reporter that twenty 
more Cars Were how in process of c onstruction 
in eastern shops, and would be finished and 
be making regular trips upon the north side 
within three or four weeks. Within a short 
time atter that the same number of cars 
would be running on both the south and 
west sides of the city. The old street rail- 
way companies of.the city had offered his 
company $200,000 tf they would suppress the 
new cars, Said Mr. Schwartz, but this offer 
had been unhesitatingly refused. Meanwhile 
the car was making excellent progress down 
the street, running very easily, although, as 
Mr. Scliwartz had said, it had no springs of 
any sort.

THE COTTON TIE QUESTION, 
Asa specimen of the style and methods of 
discussion employed by the average republi- 
can newspapers in the west and north, we 
present to our readers the following delicious 
morsel from the Cleveland (Obio) Herald: 

Cotton is quoted in THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION 
as selling in that market for all prices from %c. for 
stained cotton, to 12'4¢c. for good middling. Hoop 
iron, used for cotton ties, that is, to hold the bales 
together, is sold at from 3% to 4c. a pound. The 
importer swindles the government by cutting hoop 
iron into lengths for cotton ties and punching 
holes in the ends for rivets or buckles, and s. 
passes it through the custom house at about one- 
third the duty on hoop iron not so cut and 
punched. Forevery four cents paid for a pound 
of this band iron, the cotton planter rcceives an 
average of twelve cents, the bagging and the ties 
being weighed with the cotton and sold at the 
same price. Forevery dollar he pays out for cot- 
ton ties the planter receives three dollurs when he 
sells hiscotton. Yet THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION 
devotes a great part of its editorial space to de- 
nounce McKinley’s bill to make partly manufac- 
tured iron pay an equal duty with the material 
from which itis made asan infamous attempt to 
rob the cotton planters of the south. 

The consumers of cotton at home or abroad, pay 
the price of e»tton for the bagging which covers it 
and the ties which hold it together in bales, and on 
these ties the planters make a profit of wo hundred 
percent. To reduce this profit to one hundred and 
fifty percent, in order that American manuiactu- 
rers may beable to ge tg the iron for the ties, is 
wholesale robbery of the southern cotton planters, 
according to their blatant advocate and defender. 
It not only asserts this over and over again, but lies 
squarely in its assertion that American manufactu- 
rers can make animmense profit on cotton tes, 
when the fact is well known that by this evasion o! 
the principle and intention of the tariff act, no 
Ameériean manvfacturer can make hoopiron foc 
ties in competition with his British rival. 

The subject furnishes another instance of the 
sublime audacity with which southern newspapers 
lash their readers into fury about wrongs which 
exist only in the wholesale fictions of the newspa- 
per Munchausens, sate 

It is hardly necessary to say that the spirit 
of the foregoing is entirely in. keeping with 
the politics of the editor, but the ignorance 
displayed is of a foolhardy variety that is not 
tolerated in modern journalism. Responding 
tothat spirit Tue ConstiruTIon might say 
that the writer in the Herald isa fool ora 
tool, or both; but the probability is that he 
is sincerely ignorant.and we shall keep that 
probability steadily in view. We print his 
statements not forthe purpose of making any 
serious reply to them, but to set forth practi- 
cally the truth of the charges we have made 
as to the temper of the organs of the monopo- 
lies. 

There is not a cotton-buyer from one end of 
the country to the other who, knowing 
his business, will say that he 
pays the . farmer for his bagging 
and ties. There not an intelligent busi- 
ness man inthe country who is ignorant of 
the fact that the cost of marketing the cotton 
crop, including the cost of bagging and ties, 
falls exclusively upon the southern farmers. 

r ° . ‘ 

We have already explained the workings of 
this perfectly plain and simple business rule, 
and it is not necessary to repeat that explana- 
tion. The proof of it—if any proof were 
needed—is to be found in the statements of 
the chief executive officers of the New York 
and New Orleans cotton exchanges. 
men 47@ gotton-buyers and control associa- 
tions of cotton-buyers, and they know where- 
oi they speak. 

It is mo hardship to the farmers that the 
cost of their bagging and ties falls upon them. 
Taey do not buy bagging and ties to sell 
again; they buy these articles in order to 
make their cotton marketable, and the cost 
of them, as every farmer knows, constitutes a 
part of the necessary expense of cotton plant- 
ing. Itisne hardship, we repeat, that they 
should be compelled to pay that cost, but it 
is a hardship—nay, more, it its a gross out- 
rage, a grievous wrong-—for congress to con- 
emplate doubling that cost for the benefit of 
a few monopolists in @hio and Pennsylvania. 
Cotton ties are already protected by a tax 
which falls exclusively upon the cotton- 
planter; to double that tax for the benefit of 
a few monopolists is legislative robbery, 

We are glad to be assured that the southern 
members of congress, so far from regarding 
the McKinley amendment with indifference, 
have been patiently awaiting an opportunity 
to pay their respects to the proposition. The 
Mckinley bill was long since reported to the 
house, and his committee has the right to call 
it up to the exclusion of other matter. Thus 
far neither McKinley nor any other member 
of his committee has dared to do so, and this 
fact leads us to believe that the monopolists 
and their tools in the house stand in awe of a 
sound sentiment that exists among the repre- 
sentatives of the people in beha!f oi justice 
andright. We alluded a little petulantly the 
other day to the apparent timidity of south- 
ern congressmen in regard to this measure ef 
vital import to this section. We have assu- 
rances, however, that the southern congress- 
men are vigilantly awaiting an opportunity 
to expose the proposed robbery.

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THE EXTRAVAGANCE OF CONGRESS. 
This congress is freely charged with a de- 
gree of extravagance that was scarcely equal- 


led during the war; and it must be confessed 
even by republicans that a glance at the four- 


teen regular appropriation bills fully sustains 
the charge.

Payments of interest or principal of the 
public debt are not included in these figures, 
Such payments are arbitrary, but the appro- 
priationg namedin the foregoing table are 
not, and the republican party that controls 
both branches of congress and all branches of 
the government, is justly chargeable with 
the excess and extravagance which these 
figures establish beyond all dispute. The 
current expenses of the government have, in 
a word, been swollen toasum that is $78,- 
000,000 larger than was appropriated last year, 
and over $100,000,000 more than was ap- 
propriated for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1881. Such extravagance, if it goes un- 
checked, will soon not,only impoverish the 
mass of the people, but hopelessly debauch 
our entire political system. 

The fact that corruption and extravagance 
is at the bottom of the immense bills of the 
present cOngress is shown in the very nature 
of the appropriations. Although our fortifi- 
cations are crumbling and weak at the best, 
only $380,000 was appropriated to this pur- 
pose; and yet we have an immense coast line, 
and no navy worth the name. Congress 
would not vote a half million for fortifica- 
tions, bur it was more than ready to expend 
nearly nineteen millions on obscure streams 
and harbors. The enormous pension bill was 
scarcely discussed in the house, and any pro- 
position that carried along with it popularity, 
votes or local patronage was passed without 
difficulty. The people are about to pass upon 
the record of this congress, and if their con- 
demnation of it be not severe, we may ex- 
pect to see this course of extravagance main- 
tained until our institutions are in the gravest 
peril. 
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SomME of the esteemed republican organs of the 
north are quoting with a good deal of gusto remarks 
made by certain anti-Stephens ;apers.

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GRAYSON MACARTHUR'S RIDE. 


Lieutenant MacArthur's tent was pitched 
Down in the glen, a brook hard by; 
When ali of a sudden from twenty throats 


dead, who, shrouded by that endless calm that 
settles on heart and lips and feet. can never break 
the silence to make reply, there is ever the kind- 
licst charity. 

There was once a people descended from a com 
mon ancestry and loyal to one flag. But estrange- 
mentcame The interest of one section of the land 
clashed with the convictions of right held by th® 
other. The bitterness engendered grew stronger, 
until it culminated in civil war, and bloodshed 
stained the annals of the nation. The barbarism of 
War aggravated every human passion, urtil the 
better instincts of humanity well nigh ex 
pelled. The fortunes of war turned against the 
side of wrong, as we believe, and the victory that 
came to their opponents appeared to awake the 
keenest feelings of hatred in the hearts of the vaa- 
quished. This was, perhaps, only human. 

With the return of peace, the passions of war 
were succeeded by the less vindictive rivalries in 
politics. But even here the contest at times was so 
close, and the feelings of partisans were wrought 
up tosuch a pitch, that nothing seemed too base to 
resort toin order to achieve During the 
last presidential campaign no story of shame, how- 
ever improbable, seemed to be too mean to be used, 
Charges without the shadow of a foundation in 
truth were made in the boldest and most confident 
manner, Andit was not strange that many, who 
did not knew the inner character of the man, 
Should accep ast true the infamous slanders set 
atioat. The assassin’s pistol aroused 
the land, This time there was noth- 
ing of that vindictive hatred engendered by 
the war, and which was rife when the assassin of 
1855 struck down the noblest man of his century. 
In this case the heart of the whole nation responded 
to the shock, as ifthe mortal wound hed been uni- 
verkal. As the weary days slowly dragged along, 
and the dying president evinced such heroic 
tience and fortitude, the sympathy of the American 
people of every shade of political belief went out 
to him in a way that challenged the sympathy of 
the world, When Gartield died, and the bells ear- 
ried the tidings throughout the night, there was 
not an honorable man anywhere Who did not suffer 
in sympathy. 

Now another man lies at death's door. Lincoln 
and Garfield were northern men and republicans. 
This a southern man aud a democrat. As the 
former were representative men of their party, and 
hbo'd in the profession of their views, so is the man 
now dying at Atlanta prominent among his fellows 
and noted for his outspoken candor. Ben Hill, of 
Georgia, has always been an able, aggressive and 
consistent d2mocrat. Assuch, he has brought down 
upon himself the antagonism of the opposition, 
and, like all men prominent in public life, has 
suffered attacks upon his character, both as an offi- 
cial and as a private citizen. Itis not our purpose 
to rank Hill with Linceln and Garfield, or to inti- 
mate that he has served his country to the same 
purpose. That would be an inconsistency of which 
we will not be guilty. Ben Hill living, wasa 
democrat of democrats; Ben Hill dying, a 
man among men. His heroic bearing during the 
past few months, his Christian fortitude 
in the immediate presence of death, has won for 


him universal esteem. In the prime of life, when 
the future looked most inviting, he was stricken by 
an incurable disease. He doubtless recognized the 
inevitable result when it firstdeveloped But to 
spare pain to others, he kept the secret to timself 
until secrecy was no longer possible. All this time 
—torit has been several years since it began—he 
has carried on his work with a vigor that showed no 
anatement. Now the end is near. His days are 
few, but he is ready. He has repeatedly declared 
that thisis the happiest period of his existence. 
Confessing his human weakness and sins, he ex- 
presses his full preparation to gointo the presence 
ofthe Great Judge. The world's eriticism of him 
as a politician is swallowed up in its regard for him 
asa man. In life’s supremest moment he bas 
proven himself heroic, and the sympathy for him 
and hisis universal. This feetingis creditable to 
our natures. He who does not respond to it ia such 
an hour, is to be commiserated. 

The only regret is that this honest sympathy and 
charity for the dead and dying are not oftener ex- 
tended to the living while the struggle is on. If 
the worid is ever candid and fair in opinions it is 
toward the dead. If weeancondone their fanlts. 
which can never be recalled, Now much better 
would it be to help the living while they are yet 
able to do goodi n the world and atone for what- 
ever in their past lives has been amiss. Charity for 
the dead isa grand virtne, but the same charity 
extended to the living would be of infinite more 
service. This is eminently a practical worid, 
and the sympathy and indorsement given 
to Lincoln and Garfield dead, would have been in- 
valuable if extended to them while living. And the 
sympethy now felt for the dying senator from 
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Came up a wild ana deafening cry. 
‘The flood! the flood!’’ were the awful words 

That filied MacArthur with dire dismay, 
For the flood bore down on this gallant teot— 

And MacArthur one hundred yards away.

THE ARMS SURRENDERED. 

Captain Burke, who holds a commission 
under the governor, is under the law, person- 
ally liable for the guns, etc., issued by the 
state to the company. He is under bond for 
the safe keeping of the property, and te has 
sent the guns and accoutrements to the adju- 
tant general as the proper way torelieve hiim- 
self of liability, vith the request to 
hold them for the use of the company.

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JOHN SCOTT'S VIEWS 


Of the Situation and the Mysterious Detngs of 
Doughty in the C., N. O. and T. P. R. R. 

CINCINNATI, August 3.—An Enquirer special 
says: We called on John Scott, the genera! 
manager of the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific railroadyto gather that gentie- 
man’s views on the situation with regard to 
some points imconnection with the mysteri- 
ous proceedings attending the operations of 
the late George F. Doughty. Mr. Scott enter- 
ed very frankly into the whole question, and 
in reply to the fact that a man like Douglity 
could enterintosuch gigantic financial transac- 
tions, he said: ‘‘That about a year ago he first 
met Doughty in New York, where the latter 
had proceeded for the purpose of enter- 
ing into negotiations with the Alabama 
Great Southern railroad company, for the 
purpose of putting in a joint bid for the 
Cincinnati Southern. Mr. Doughty was 
provided with a guarantee in writing, to 
which were affixed the signatures of several 
prominent Cincinnati citizens, indorsing him 
and any arrangement he might be able to 
make. Mr. Doughty talked as if possessed 
of lots of confidence, but it was decided nit 
to join him. When the time came for the 
bids to be putin Mr. Doughty appeared for 
himself and his associates and putin a high 
bid—so high that it nearly took the 
road. Inthis manner there became estab- 
lished the faet that Mr. Doughty and associ- 
ates represented an entity. The lease being 
awarded to Fred Wolffe and associates, in be- 
half of the Alabama, New Orleans and Texus 
Pacific (the title which the road south of Chat- 
tanooga had then assumed), the Doughty and 
associates party were taken in to represent the 
49 percent. Who Doughty's associates were 
we never knew, but a plain fact was evident 
when the 49 per cent was taken up and the 
money actually paid. had no 
connection witb the doings appertain- 
ing to the Selma road, but I[ have 
seen, since Mr. Doughty’s death that he sub- 
scribed in exactly in the same manner as in 
the Qincinnati Southern, bis name reading 
as G. F. Doughty and associates. I submit 
that the gentlemeu tu the Selma road had 
good grounds for belicving that some of the 
parties backing Dougiuty in the lease of the 
Southern were also backing him in the Selma 
road. 

‘‘And as to how we know which are good 
and which are fraudulent certificates, | would 
say it has been quite easy to determine them. 
The stock was just issued to the full amount 
of capital ($3,000,000.) A list was submitted to 
the treasurer with cash up to that amount. 
This was taken asa pointot departure. When 
transfers were maae the shares transferred to 
anew certificate were traced back to the origi- 
nal issue, and an examination of each suc- 
cessive ‘transfer bas thus located exactly 
which are the genuine certificates. We did 
not then satisfy ourselves by writing off the 
remainder as fraudulent, but the tracing pro- 
cess was ayvain resorted to, and every certifi- 
cate issued after the first subscription, which 
could not be traced back to the original subserip 
tion, wasdeclareda fraud. In addition there- 
to the fraudulent stock has been traced to the 
present holders, such being easy from the con- 
tract notes issued when the loans were made,”

THE REPUBLICANS. 


FAILURE OF THE “FRACTIOUS” TO 
FUSE IN TIME. 


Sharp Debates Between the Leaders—A Proposition 
to Keep the Negroes Frcem Voting—The Diver- 
gent Conventions Rest Softly on Gartreli’s 
Bosom—Platforms, Resolutions, E:c.. 


2umor never played wilder pranks than it 
did in the hall of the house of representa- 
tives just before the opening of the body 
over which Jef! Long held control. At one 
time it was that the syndicate men were 
about to discard republicanism altogether 
and ally themselves with the white indepen- 
dents, leaving the colored men to shiver in 
the cold. Jeff Long moved about mysterious- 
ly occasionally pulling outa lettersaid to con- 
tain fearful disclosures on Felton, which he 
showed to confidential knots, amid occasional 
exclamations: ‘“Dat’s it.”” ‘‘Wat'd I tole 
you,” etc. Finally, Rey. Tunis G. Campbell 
was noticed making many quaint gestures in 
front of the chairman, and by careful listen- 
ing it was understood that he was in the act 
of prayer. He prayed for all things visible 
and invisible, and right then there was much 
that was invisible. ‘“‘Thou knowest what we 
want, and what de ‘publican party wants. 
We pray for President Arthur, and 
thou knowest we think - him 
to a great man, if we do 
say it. De publican party is de party of edu- 
eatin.”” As soon as the old man stepped 
down, W. H. Milner, of Bartow, raised the 


recipient orators to their feet by a motion 
that business be suspended untii the commit- 
tee on harmony was ready toreport. Motions 
to amend, to luy on the table, to do every- 
thing known and unknown to parliamentary 
rules, were hurled in quick succession at the 
chair. Jackson McHenry introduced himself 
in several sharp po.nts. It seemed to be the 
idea that the syndicators had put up a game 
to get through with = their ceciene: 
adjourn and leave the true blacks 
with the bag to hold and the debt to pay. 
Mr. Darnell threw himself violently into the 
breach, announcing that the committee had 
received from the bolters a proposition which 
could not receive the proper attention until 
12 o'clock. It wasagreed by the other side 
that they would transact no business until 
the committee had reported “Whar’s de 
use,’ said Jackson McHenry, ‘‘ob us afcoling 
away our time wid dem syn- 
dicates? Ve're de undertakers, we 
is.’ Tunis Campbell, peering over his 
brass rimmed spectacles with all the wisdom 
ef an owl and gravity of a well-worked mule, 
suggested that it took time to heal sores, and 
he wanted to give the committee time. R. R. 
Wright here came to his feet, and threatened 
to make such disclosures as would pale the 
faces of the blackest phiz before him. The 
bolters bolted because they did not like the 
negro, but the colored republicans were not 
the ones responsible for the split. 

“Dat dey isn’t’’ was vociferated on. several 
sides. 

Continuing, Wright said: ‘*We’re not to be 
drug about. Charges have been’ sent to 
Washington that we are a mob. We have 
wentsofar es tu otfer that our chairman 
would resign and give the whites a chance to 
make harmony, but they have rejected every- 
thing unless we give them all, ang acknow!l- 
edge ourselves unfit to <hold = office.”’ | 
eawn’t,’’ said Mr. Bryant, “‘indorse the men 
who have gone out from us. We have made 
to them no offer. We are the conven- 
tion, and have through our committee only 
expressed a willingness to hear  proposi- 
tions—not tomakeany. Nobody has aright 
to say to the white men that we will sell out 
our colored chairman. He warned the negroes 
to stand up fortheir rights like men. You 
need not be afraid of your committee. I will 
never consent to the proposition that the 
white delegates should meet aside, elect the 
oflicers, and drive the colored delegates into 
the support of them. You have known me 
fur sixteen years 

A voice—Dat we does! 

Resuming—I pledge you my honor to re- 
sist any effort to sell you out. The commit- 
tee will submit whatever it does to you and 
you shall have the fullest debate. Be men, 
and don’t be bought or driven. R. D, Locke 
came quickly down the aisle, and gaining the 
eve of the chairman, said he had been in 
Washington, and he was willing to give his 
life if by that he could produce harmony— 
such harmony as would bring about the de- 
feat of bourbonism. At an interesting point 
in the otfer of immolation, a little black an- 
gelin the gallery began such a squalling as 
distracted attention from the speaker. He 
moved for a recess, 

Wright—Has not the other convention 
asked to exclude white men from offices. 

Tunis Campbell—Just one moment. 

Mr. Locke—We have not considered it. 

Wright— Have vou rejected it? 

Locke+Nuot yet. 

Wright—Wiil you reject it? 

Here Tunis successfully brought ina ‘‘p’int 
of order,’ and the motion for recess was put 
and carried.

said Jackson McHenry, as the hour hand of 


the capital clock had crept down-hi!l from 
the meridian point. ‘“‘We were to meetat 
2, but de cha’man didn’t seem to know when 
to begin.’’ Assuming an air of injured in- 
nocence, Mr. Long said: ‘‘De charman knows 
hisduty, and when to do it.’’ Before pro- 
ceeding with business he had a telegram to 
read as follows: ‘‘Washington, August 3.— 
Hon. J. F. Long—The secretary says it is all 
ngit. Do whatever is best for the interest of 
the party. He will be satisfied.” Signed by 
B. K. Brace, former senator trom Mississippi. 
This was followed by uproarious applause, 
thrice repeated, It was moved to receive the 
dispatch with arising vote. Finally a good- 
looking young colored man named Sykes was 
observed at the upper end of the main aisle, 
holding in his Rand a manuscript, which he 
twitched nervously. On one side Bryant had 
him in tow urging him to come along, and 
On the other side Darnell was pouring sweet 
music in his ear. Several steps forward would 
be taken. when they would again stop for 
consultation. At two or three stages of the 
young man’s progress he was placed under 
instructions by Locke, then by Pledger, then 
by Wright, but never for an instant did he 
escape the grasp of Bryant and Darnell. At 
length it was discovered that this imposing 
delegation were the bearers of the 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON HARMONY. 

Sykes proceeded to read the report, which 
Stated that on the meeting of the joint con- 
ference the following proposition from the 
bolters was read: 

ATLANTA, Gu.,August 3, 1882, 74% o'clock a.m —To 
Messrs, Sikes, Buck, Lock, Brown and White, com- 
mittee of conference, Atlanta, Ga.—Gentlemen: 
We have given mature thought to the proposition 
you submitted to us at our conference yesterday at 
© o clock p,m.,andon which we are to give you 
our Views at Sa.m.today. Your Bey is to 
muke either Mr. A. E. Buck or Mr. R. D. Lock, both 
of your side, chairman of the state central com 
mittee, and to concede to those whom we represent 
the selection of one-half of the gentlemen to com- 
pose the body of the committee. Your proposition 
seems to assume that there is no issue upon whi *h 
the republicans of Georgia are divided, save the 
one question as to who shall be the chairman of the 
State Central commitiee. if such ™@ your opinion 
you are in error. Our choice for chairman. if we 
lave any, may not be your choice, but that is only 
Al incidentin the struggle new pending in our 
party in this state. We desire to inaugurate a 
more active policy on the part of our party in this 
state in its legitimate functions, as it has been ten 
years Since our party has engaged the enemy ac 
tively in a political campaign. In 187? we elected 
three staight republican nominees to congress, 
and come within «a few thousand votes of carrying 
the state for Grant aud Wilson, but in no campaig. 
from that day to this has our party madean active 
com paign. Since that campaign those who heve con- 
trolled the party machinery have during the elec- 
tion years totally ignored the legitimate functions 
of political committees, and have seemed to sup- 
pose that the chairman of the state central com mit- 
tee, and the committee itself, have no duty in con- 
nection with building up the party and conducting 

campaigns pefore the people, but are to be charged 
with but onesingle function, and that is ccninili 
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ror nearly ten -year< we 
have not elected a congressman, fi. r ha¥@we é€leci- 
ed scarc’iy any legislators or county officers. “The 
lust twocampaizus have gone absolutely vr default 
and thiscampaign is bow well nizh gone by de- 
fault. Dunovallthis time the accepied idea hus

Proper political work has beep: so 
badly neglected that we have not for years eluct ( 
a republican congressman nor state senator. vor 
representative, no. county oDeers, save in two or 
three counties out of one hundred and thirty cight 
counties, The result has been that the peo;le at 
home as well as the authoriics at Washinyton, 
have ceased to have ay respect for us as.a party. 
The wan: of respect for our party organization is 
the legitimate and necessary result of the inaciivi 
ty and inefliciency of our party organization, and 
isin no way the result of misrepresentation mad 
by any portion of our friends. If we wish our par 
ty orgauization to be respe ted by the peopie of 
(reorgia orby the authoritics at Washington, we 
must cease trying to convert our Committees into 
reguiar “office brokerage agencies,’’ and devote 
ourselves to building up our party among the peo- 
le. When wéeshafl have Gone that, and shall 
lave built 4p a party represented iu the county 
offices thro@y bout the -tateznudin both houses of 
the cenera! ascctulis ai.] in congiess, then 
we Will be re pected. Unul wedo that weare un- 
wortby cf the respec! or confidence of any one at 
home or abroad. We are opposed to the re-election 
of Mr Plecger. the prese chairman of the state 
central committee, because he did not make the 
sligutest effort in the last campaign, and bas not so 
far in this campaign, made any effort to oiganize 
our party and elect municipal, county or state offti- 
cers wiywhere in the state,but has perm tted every- 
thing for two campaigns to go by default. We dou't 


‘demand for chairman of the state central commit 


tee eithera white ora black man, but we demand 
a man adapted to the work tobe done. If the man 
best adapted to that work be a white man then we 
demand that he be made chairman, The general 
sentiment in our party seems to be that as the acces- 
sions to our ranks must come from the white votes 
therefore a white man could, as chairman, use us 
to best purpese. We have in this state about forty 
thousand more white than black voters, and to 
reduce that majority will, in the § judg- 
ment of our best politicians, require’ the 
agency of white men, and in deference 
to that universal judgment we would urge the se- 
lection of one of our most available white men fur 
chairmau of our statecommitte. Since our confer- 
ence last evening it has been announced to usin a 
quasi authoritative manner in a public meeting in 
thiscity last evening that Mr Pledger has an- 
nounced to the body you represents and has tele- 
graphed to friends ata distance that he will with- 
draw from the cout st for re-election if the white 
men in the two bodies will harmonize on anv one 
of-theirown race for that position, This proposition 
reflects credit npon Mr, ledger ana throws upon 
the white delegates the responsibility fo- results 
and having great confidence in the self-sacrificing 
spirit of the white men in our body and in their 
Willingness to bury all personal grievances for the 
good of our cause and assuming that the white 
menei the body you represent are equally as loyal 
to our party we flatter ourselves that Mr.. Pledger 
eas solved the problem end we accept his 
solution thereof ancl ask that the white 
delegates sented yesterd:y in Uie respective bodies 
assemble in the senate chamber at 10 o'clock a.m... 
this day, orifthat hour be impracticable, then at 
the earliest practicable bour, aud proceed to elect 
suid chairman by ballot and that the person re- 
ceiving the majoriiy of the whole vote cast be the 
cCheirman of the State Ceutral committee. Great re- 
spousibility we. divown upon the white men of our 
party by Mr. llodser’s s Uf sac ificing proposition, 
and ai like res isiiitity was thrown upon 
the hody we represent by the appearance of Mr. R. 
Kk. Wright, of Augus a, at our hall, last evening, at 
a public meciivg: four trie.ds, which meeting he 
asked permission to address, and townich meeting 
hefcommended Mr. Pledger’s action, submitting it 
usa proposition tous. We believe th t a selution 
to our troubles has been pointed out by these gen- 
tlemen, and we ask thatthe joint convention of 
white delegates, above suggested, be held as early 
as practicanle to elect said chairman, and that all 
abide that election. And we propose that Governor 
Con'ey and Colonel A & Buck preside over that joint 
convention. And we submit that we, upon our 
past, and your committee on your part, pledge our 

spective bodies to the execution of this agreement 
in good faith, and tbat no names or persons be 
xdded to the list of white @elegates in either body, 
but that this joiut convedtion be strictly and abso- 
lutely compo-ed of the delegates seated in the re- 
spective bodies ve-terday. And we propose that 
this comproliise be made effectual by agreeing that 
the body of the state central committee shall con- 
sist ot four persons from each congressional district 
two to be chosen by each of our bodies. And we 
propose when said state central committee shal] 
have been thus chosen and selected, that all ques- 
tions touching this Campaign and the interest of 
our party be referred to said committee, and that 
our respective bodies eagenen sine die. 

Hoping most sincerely that this solution to the 
troubles now so seriousiy disturbing the harmony 
of our party will receive the approval of your com- 
mittee and of both conWentions, and that complete 
and permanent harmon, may thereby be restored 
to our distracted party, we j| avethe honor to be 
your most obedient servants.

The conference then adjourned until 11 
o'clock, when the following reply was eread: 

ATLANTA, Ga , 9:30 a. m., Aligust 5, 1882 —Messrs. 
Farrow et al., Committee of Conference, AUanta, 
Ga.: oentlemen--We have received from ‘you a 

rroposiiion to setule diiferences that exist in the re- 
publican party of Georgia. 

We beg to state that you seemto be laboring un- 
der misapprehensions as to the authority conferred 
upon us by the republican state conveution. The 
following is the resolution under which we are 
acting: 

Kesolved, That a committee of five be »«ppointed 
to receive any communication f-om any member of 
the republican party in regard to harmony. 

it will be seen that under this :esolnution we have 
no authority to make any proposition to you, and 
we have, therefore, not presumed to do so. 

We recognize you, gentlemen, as republicans and 
most earnestly desiring harmonv in the republican 
party, we have most gladly received your proposi- 
tion. 

While we have notthe right to submit proposi- 
tions to you, we nevertheless know something of 
the views held by theconvention, and to expedite 
matters we make the foll@wing reply to your propo- 
sition, and state to you what, in our opinion, the 
convention which we have the honor to represent 
will approve. You mistake our position, and that 
of the convention which we have the honor to rep- 
resent, 

We represent the regular republican state con 
vention of Georgia, which was properly called in 
due form bv the state commiitee. 

The couvention was called to order at the time 
and place agreed upon by the state committee by 
the chairman of the republican state central com- 
mittee, W. A. Pledger, and it has proceeded in the 
usual way to make temporary chairman and secre- 
tary 

‘The temporary chairman and secretary have been 
chosen, committees on credentials, permanent or- 
ganization, resolutions on order of business, nomi- 
uations and harmony appointed. 

The committee on credentials has- reported, and 
the report has been adopted, but no other action 
has been taken by the convention. That the con- 
vention has delayed doing until all delegates who 
have been regulariy accredited have taken their 
seats. a 

In conclusion, we beg to state that itis our opin- 
ion that the members of the convention which we 
have the honor to represent most earnestly desire 
harmony io the party that we may p.omote the re- 
publican cause in Georgia. They desire \o mage a 
Vigorous Campaign egainst bourbon democyry, 
and, we therefore, io the interest of harmony, en- 
treat you to use all the influence in your power to 
induce all regularly ac -redited delegates to take 
their seatsin the convention. 

If that be done we will labor as heretofore to 
bave all past differences between repubiicans hon- 
orably and amicably adjusted. ‘hen we may 
move forward together to wiu victory over the com- 
mon &1i¢ my—bourbon aemocracy,

To this answer the members of the bolting 
committee made no reply whatever, but one 
of theirnumber moved adjournment sine die, 
which was carried. 

THE MATTER CONSIDERED. 

Mr. Locke took the floor to outline a course 
of action, declaring that the Farrow commit- 
tee having thus arbitrarily cut off action 
there was nothing left to do but to proceed at 
once to permanent organization. 

“Mr. Chairman,” wildly ejaculated Bryant, 
“Mr. Chairman, the proposition from the 
Farrow committee is am insult to the republi- 
can party and tothe colored men. Farro v's 
name is firston the roll of signatures. He 
says that for‘'ten years the central commit- 
tee has been in the office-brokerage busi- 
ness. From 1872 to 1876, Farrow was 
himself the chairman of that committee. 
oes he speak from experience? I was chair- 
man from 1876 to lss0, and hean pledge my 
honor that I staid in Georgia and did all that 
man could do to promote the interest of the 
republican party. We bad these same men 
who have bolted as malcontents in our ranks. 

RESURRECTING A ROTTEN CARCASS. 

In addjtion to that we had the infernal 
administration of that man Hayes. Our party 
was humiliated by his conduct. It was worse 
than a democratic administration.

Here Tunis Campbell again converted him- 
self into a pipe of oil, but he was talked down 
by the colored gentleman with the green 
goggles. 

Pledger had Luped that the time had come 
when merit, noi «lor. would win, I tele- 
graphed the president thatin the interest of 
harmony I would resign, but not on account 
of mycolor. A proposition was made me ten 
days ago thatif I] would resign and give way 
to Walter Johnson, Ferrow would get the 
judgeship and I would be given the Bruns- 
wick collectorship. Johnson promised to 
get Atkins to come down, then went 
and pledged himself to Forsyth, of Rome, 
went to Washington and vidlated his pledge. 
It has been said that there is 50,000 white ma- 
jority in the state. 

Major Sydney Herbert—40,000. 

Pledger—Figures don’t show that. If we 
do not exercise our rights then we should 
lose them. Let us organize, keep it up, and 
send our delegation to the next national con- 
vention. Farrow has been trusted and proved 
recreant to every trust, He turned outa good 
republican to give an office to a democrat who 
had once acted as second for him in one of 
those bloodless duels—pistols on hand, but no 
powder.

1. ‘The national government is the +upreme 
authority known to the people of this country, and 
its laws have the first claim to our obedience.”’ 

2. “Party proscription and sectional prejudices 
have greatly retarded the growth and development

federal government, and equality of all men be-

3. ‘‘Every ehiid should bave the opportunity of 
acquiring a common English education in schools 
forever made free by a liberal support from thé 
state government.”’ 

4. “The present system of leasing the state con- 
victs must be wiped from our statutes asa foul blot 
upon our civilization and humanity.’ 

5. “Every citizen of the United States is entitled 
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to full protection of his personal and political rights 
under federal luws.’’ 

6. ‘‘Weinsist that it is essential to free govern- 
ment to have a free ballot and a fair count of all 
votes honestly cast at any state or national elec- 
tion; and the machinery of managing and super- 
vising eicctions should be guarded and protected 
bv law, so that fraud will be impossible.’’ 

7.°"Honorabls payment of all honest debts— 
especiaily the payment of the nativnaland state 
debts—as rapidly as our surplus revenues will au- 
thorize.”’ 

8. We advocate a liberal system of internal im- 
provements by the federal government for works of 
u national character only—especially our water 
rotutes of transportation. 

9 We cemand that the state constitution be so 
amended that the provision requiring the payment 
of taxes asa condition precedent to the rights of 
suffrage be abolished. 

10. We are imbued with the doctrine that this is 
a government by the people, of the people, and for 
the people; that political parties are but agencies 
fur a part of the people, and that, in any necessary 
comparison, the people’s interest should be pri- 
mary aud party interests secondary, 

11. We indorse and affirm the principle of protec- 
tion te American industry, as adopted at the last 
national republican convention, but we favor such 
a reduction of the internal revenue tax as can be 
made without embarrassment to the national gov- 
ernment. 

1’. We most cordially indorse the administration 
of President Arthur and commend the sume to the

Whereas, a large majority of the republicans of 
this state in 1880 supported hisexcellency Governor 
Colquitt, he not being the regular nominee of any 
organized convention, and also advocated the elee- 
tion of the Hon. Joseph E. Brown for United States 
senator, aid whereas the Hon. LuciusJ. Gartrell 
having heretofore announced himeelf as an inde- 
pendent candidate for goverror at the election in 
October next upon a declaration of principles 
and state policy acceptable to democrats and re- 
publicans, and having implicit confidence in 
bis abil.ty and devotion to the best interests of the 
whole people, and believing, if elected, that he 
would by close attention to the onerous and re- 
sponsible duties of this high trust, adimninister the 
government faithiully. economically and imparti- 
ully, for the advantage and benefit of all the people 
alike. Therefore, resolved, That this convention 
aoes commend the Hon. Lucius J. Gartrell to the 
favorable consideration of all the people, as a suita- 
ble candidate for governor.
